_ BREAKS ALL RECORDS.

EW YORK, April 
3 > Every record made in 

a pubite art sale in this country 
was beaten In Mendelssohn Hall to- 
night, when at the second session of 
the sale of the Yerkes collection forty 
canvases brought $769,200. 

One painting, Turner’s “Rockets and 
Bluelights,” was knocked down for 
$129,000, which is almost double the 
previous highest record for a single 
picture at auction here, that having 
been $65,000 paid for a Treyon at the 
Henry sale. A Corot brought $65,000, 
which ts almost three times the best 
previous price in a public sale. A Tro- 
yon went for $60,500 and a Millet for 
$44,100. 

How much this session alone ex- 
ceeded previous best records may be 
gathered from the fact that a three 
nights’ sale of the Mary J. Morgan 
collection in 1886 only brought about 
$400,000, which has been the banner 
sale up to this time. 

The renown of the canvases wes suf- 
ficient to attract an audience that 
taxed the capacity of Mendelssohn 
Hall to the point where it was neces- 
sary to use the rear rooms.

Dealers whose orders of sour orange 
seeds’ have been held up at various; | 
points in transit yesterday learned the 
season for it and were informed as to 
how they can get their shipments de- 
livered, at a conference with J. W. Jef- 
frey, State Commissioner of Horticul- 
ture. . 

is a great demand in this 
State for sour orange trees as the 
stocks are very hardy and are well 
adapted for grafting navels and Va- 
lencias, but they are very dangerous, 
as they are raised in the Evergiades 
and are likely to bear the white Ry. 

‘This pest has now been stamped out 
in California and the horticulturist« 
are determined that it shall not be im- 
ported again. For this purpose a quar- 
antine has been put on the nursery 
stock and seed from the dangerous 
districts. The authorities have stopped 
great quantities of the seed en route 
to thie State. 

It can only be brought in by ship- 
ping it to a quarantine in air- 
tight boxes or receptacles. It is opened 
in a close room and carefully fumi- 
gated. When all chances of the insects 
being contained alive in the seed or“ 
stock are eliminated it is given to the 
dealer and he is allowed to sell it.

IN MEXICO. 


ANKERS HELP 


GOVERNMENT INSTITUTION TO 
AID AGRICULTURE.

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
MEXICO CITY, March 31.—The re- 
vival of industries in Mexico and the 


are bringing into prominence-the mort- 
gage loan banks. During the first four- 
teen months of its existence, the 
Caja de Prestamos para Obrar de Ir- 
rigacion y Fomento de la Agricultura 
(Loan Bank for Irrigation Works and 
Encouragemént of Agriculture,) known 
here by way of abbreviation as the 
Caja, loaned $26,019,091.29, Mexican cur- 
rency. 

This bank was called into existence 
by the government to fulfill the pur- 
pose which its name indicates. that of 
financing irrigation and other agricul- 
tural projects. The banks directly un- 
der government supervision, previous 
to the establishment of the Caja. were 
not and are not yet permitted to make 
loans for a longer time than six 
months. 

This, of course, is not sufficient time 
to permit the development of large 
undertakings. It suffices for mercan- 
tile purposes nd, notwithstanding the 
fact that loans may be rcaewed from 
one period to another, the general 
banking laws do not provide the meang 
ordinarily considered necessary for the 
building of fange dams and the open- 
ing of “irrigation ditches through 
broad plantations. 

The Caja was opened at the time of 
the money »tringency. when banks of 
emission could not accommodate agri- 
eculturists with large sums of money. 
even on short time. On account of 
thie the business of the new bank was 
brisk from the beginning. for the panic 
came just at the time when agricul- 
tural development works were looming 
large among the industries of Mexico. 

It haa been learned, however, that 
fewer than 80 per cent. of the loans 
made by the Caja have actually gone 
into the building of dams, the digging 
of ditches and other agricultural im- 
prevements, for which the bank war 
primarily designed. Other exigencies 
of land owners were met during the 
financtal depression. Hereafter. the 
policy of the Hank will be brought 
more strictly within the intentions of 
the law. 

PRIVATE BANKS BUSY. 

In the ‘neantime, private banks 
have been doing a similar tusiness. 
Among those designated especially for 
this purpose may be mentioned the 
Mortgage Loan Bank, an American in- 
stitution; the International Mortgage 
Bank of Mexico (Banco Internacional 
Hipotecario de Mexico.) controlled 
by Mexican and American capitalists, 
and the Compafiia Banqueria de Fo- 
mento y Bienes raices (Societe Fonciere 
du Mexique,) Mexican and French. The 
last doce a large business outside of 
‘regular banking. Under its charter It 
Geals in large landed estates, erects 
good houses in Mexico City for sale on 
the inetaliment plan, and also assists 
in large public construction works.

PASADPNA, April 7.—It has been 
Gefinitely announced that the Pacific 
Biectric Company will build a large 
Waiting-room and depot adjoining the 
car barns on North Raymond avenue 
and Mary street. The plans have not 
been drawn and the size of the build- 
ing has not been ined, but the 
depet will probably] be similar to the 
Station at Sixth and Main streets in 
ios Angeles. The main entrance to 
the depot will be on Raymond ave- 
nue opposite Library Park. 

All care will probably be run around 
the loop, up Raymond avenue, across 
to Fair Oaks avenue, through the 
train shed, and taking on 
passengers in the train shed, and will 
pass out and south on Fair Oaks ave- 
mue. It ts likely that all cars, includ- 
ing the Pasadena local cars, will pass 
through the depot, which win be the 
Genera) transfer station for all points. 

The matter of providing rest rooms 
and waiting rooms has been agitated 
for some time by Mayor Earley and 
the Council. It was announced some 
time ago that a large waiting room 
would be established in the Dodsworth 
ulla at the corner of Fair Oaks 
avenue and Colorado street, but the 
Pacific Electric Company was unable 
to make a satisfactory lease. Other 
locations were discussed, and at last 
the company has decided to build at 
the car barn. 

The general plan for the new build- 
ing provides commodious waiting

It is estimated that it will take about 
$18,000 to build the west approach to 
the “low bridge,“ leaving the bullding 
of the east approach, which will be in- 
side the city limits of Pasadena, to 
the city. It is med that the 
County Supervisors will make an ap- 
propriation to pay a part of the $63,000 
necessary to build the “low bridge” as 
planned. 

Chairman Knight turned the plans 
over to City Engineer Van Ornum last
